JAl'AN'V PHWSIT. 


Minister Hoshi, of Japan, declined 


to bo seen today hbout Japan's pro- 
test and Secretary Mutsa refused to 
discuss the matter in any way, but 
it is learned that the Japanese pro- 
test was made in person to the state 
department Tuesday afternoon by 
Minister Hoshi. The news of the 
protest, was a great surprise to the 
Hawaiian legation and as soon as 
intelligence of it was obtained Min- 
ister Hatch started out to learn the 
particulars. 


The essential point as to the pro- 


test, it is said, at the Hawaiian le- 
gation, is whether the protest is 
against the annexation of Hawaii or 
is merely a protest reserving to 
Japan all her rights under the ex- 
isting treaty with Hawaii. It is be- 
lievodtliat it is the latter. The 
Japanese treaty with Hawaii was 
made in 1871 and provides that 
natives or citiwjns of one country 
shall have the uninterrupted right 
to enter into, reside and trade in 
the other country and also shall 
have all the rights and privileges 
of and enjoyed by

Japan, under tho treaty, consequent- 
ly had n perfect right to have her 
immigrants enter the 
Hawaiian

Moreover, a new treaty be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
made some time ago and to become 
effective in 1M>9, provides that the 
United States may exclude Japanese. 
If Hawaii is annexed the effect 
would bo to permit the United States 
to exclude the Japanese from Ha- 
waii. It is taken for granted, there- 
fore, that the protest is one reserv- 
ing Japan's rights under its treaty of 
lsi'1 with Hawaii.

signboard was the outgrowth of 
the symbol devdeloped by civiliza- 
tion, and this flourished in itSgreat- 
est glory during the middle ages of 
merry England, when hall and hos- 
telry alike were made interesting 
and beautiful by carving, forging 
and limning, and crests and armorial 
bearings were the natural fruit of 
tho days of feudalism. 


At first these, for the most part, 


bore heraldic and emblematic do- 
vices of animals, birds, fish ami 
flowers or figures of a religions 
character, as saints and martyrs, and 
sometimes, among uccliamra, the 
tools of the artisan.
